On May 11, 1962, a source, who has supplied reliable 
information in the past, said GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, self- 
designated leader of the American Nazi Party (ANP), Is 
currently planning a trip to Lewlsburg, Pennsylvania. ROCKWELL 
plans to leave Arlington in convoy on May 13, 1962. As of 
May 11, 1962, ROCKWELL did not know how many ANP members would 
accompany him to Lewlsburg. 

ROCKWELL said he wanted a large number of ANP members 
to accompany him because the Lewlsburg Police Department Is 
small and cannot afford him adequate protection. 

Source said ROCKWELL'S purpose for trip to Lewlsburg 
was to speak on the Post Office grounds for a ’’patriotic rally , 

Source said ROCKWELL 1 is also negotiating for a trip 
to Miami Beach, Florida. Source said ROCKWELL alleged that he 
had been- invited to speak at Miami Beach auditorium where he 
would debate with a well known Jewish personality. Source 
said ROCKWELL did not identify the person with whom he was 
to debate . 

ROCKWELL said he is trying. tn negotiate for round 

trip expenses. He , said he is takingl I 

with him to Miami Beach. ROCKWELL said he tentatively plans 
to leave weekend of May 18, 1962> for Miami Beach engagement. 

Source said ROCKWELL is also planning to speak at 
Union Square, New York City. ROCKWELL claimed to source ] 

that permission had been granted to ROCKWELL for use of Union 1 
Square during July, 1962. Source said fte did no t know what

FRANKHOUSER was 'bbrn November 4, 1939- His regular hours 
are 7:15 a.m . " tb ‘3 : ^5 p.m.’, Monday' through Friday, arid he 
sometimes is asked to work Saturday mornings as well.

Gentlemen: 

A few days ago I spoke with one of your agents on the 
telephone advising that I had received some mail, unsolicited, 
which bothered me because of the apparent viciousness of some 
of it, A gentleman with whom I spoke was not sure whether you 
had already received it but thought it might be a good idea for 
me to forward it to you, and if I receive any more of the same 
type I certainly will send it on to you. 

If you should wonder why I was singled out for this 
literature, I might explain to you that for the past several 
years I have been defending the Herricks School District in New 
Hyde Park in a case known as Engel v, Vitale which was argued 
before the United States Supreme Court on April 1962, The 
issue involved is the propriety of” my client, the Board of Educa- 
tion, having adopted a resolution providing, for the voluntary 
recitation at the opening of the school day of a non-sectarian 
prayer composed by the New York State Board of Regents, The 
position of the School District is not "pro" any one religion 
but merely to carry out the national tradition of a non-sectarian 
prayer each day. 

For reasons best known to themselves, people have ob- 
served my name in newspaper articles as a result of national 
press coverage and have presumed that I am, either pro-something 
or anti-something, which is not the case, and if this propaganda 
has not previously come to your attention and is of any help to 
you, I am most happy to furnish it to you together with the en- 
velopes in which. It arrived,

Special Services, New York City Police Department (BSS, NYCPD), 
advised that on Thursday evening, June 7, 1962, a "Rally Against 
McCarranism Todays McCarthyism" sponsored by the Citizens Committee 
for Constitutional Liberties (CCCL) was held at Manhattan Center, 
34th Street and Eighth Avenue, New York City with Gus Hall, General.

On May 21 and May 29, 1962, a source, who is in 
a position to furnish reliable information, furnished the 
following information; 

The American National Party continues to maintain the 
mailing address of Post Office Box 191 , Gracie Station, 

New York 28, New York, but has not leased the premises at 
97-15 190th Street, Hollis, Queens, New York, for over one 

month. The latter address consisted of a very small building 
utilized by the American National Party for the purpose of 
storing supplies. Captioned organization is currently 
attempting to locate a headquarters in the "Italian Harlem 
Section" of New York City but as yet has been unsuccessful.’ 

The activities of the American National Party have 
consisted of demonstrations and plcketings at communist 
rallies which are advertised in advance in such publications 
as "The Worker" and the "National Guardian". 

"The Worker" is an East Coast communist 

newspaper. 

A characterization of the "National 

Guardian" appears in the appendix section 

of this memorandum. 

Captioned organization recently received unexpected 
publicity when it was linked with the OAS, the French Secret 
Army in Algeria. This resulted from sending a circular 
printed by captioned organization to the OAS in Algeria. 
Apparently the envelope containing the circular, supporting 
the OAS, was seen by an OAS sympathizer who was employed in 
the post office in Algeria. This individual saw 'that the 
circular printed by captioned party was delivered to OAS

National, party 
becoming members. Of the NSRP. Captioned organization, however,, 
is not interested in such, an, arrangement. 

GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, leader of the American 
Nazi Party, intends to use the New York City Chapter of FAN 
to eventually establish, a branch of the American. Nazi Party 
in New York City; however, to date there has. been, no activity 
in this regard. 

Characterizations of the American 
National Party, the. American Nazi 
Party, FAN, FAN, NYC, and the NSRP 
are attached hereto and all sources, 
with the exception of the Source 
used in the characterization of captioned 
organization, have furnished reliable 
information, in the past. The source in

The source stated that' the above individuals 
severed connections with the American Nazi Party 
because of policy disagreements with GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL, leader of the American Nazi Party. 

The source stated that the "open policy" of 
the American National Party is strictly anti-communist 
but In reality, the purpose of the organization is to 
"break the Inordinate power of the Jew In the United 
States through constitutional means" and to "eliminate 
the Negro from the population of the United States by 
sending him back to Africa." The source explained the 
"inordinate power of the Jew in the United States" to 
mean the complete control of the Jew over newspapers 
and other communication media in this country through 
which a great domination is wielded over the minds of 
the citizens of the United States. 

The source further advised that American 
National Party hopes to attract a great number of anti- 
communists who will eventually be educated to be anti- 
Semites, through distribution of anti-Communist literature. 

The source stated that the American National 
Party maintains a "mail drop" at Post Office Box 191# 

Grade Station, New York 28, New York. 

The source further advised that since January, 
1962, the American National Party has leased the premises 
at 97-15 190th Street, Hollis, Queens, New York, to serve 
as a headquarters, but which in actuality Is a small wooden 
shack utilized mainly to store supplies.

Special Services, New York City Police Department (NYCPD) 
advised that the Fighting American Nationalists (FAN) first 
made an. appearance in New York City in October, i 960 , when a 
small group picketed against John F. Kennedy, then a 
presidential candidate. 


On May 8, 1962, a source advised that FAN is a. 
front group of the American Nazi party (ANP)* Ihe New York 
branch of FAN has no actual headquarters but utilizes Post 
Office Box 220, Murray Hill Station, New York 16, New York, 
as a mailing address. 

According to this source, FAN, NYC, was formed under 
the direction of George Lincoln Rockwell, leader of the 
ANP, Arlington, Virginia, and is composed of individuals who 
are in sympathy with the purposes of the ANP but who are 
reluctant to expose themselves publicly as ANP sympathizers* 


'Ihe source advised that although FAN, NYC, has no 
formal membership TSt, Individuals who part icipate in FAN 
activities consider themselves FAN members . I 
a member of the. ANP, is the organizer of FAN, NYC, having seen 
specifically designated as such by George Lincoln Rockwell.

A pretext telephone call by a Special Agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation to' the Moore Auto Body Com- 
pany; Fifth Street Highway, Temple, Pennsylvania, on May 10, 
1962, revealed that ROY E, FRANKHOUSER, ‘623 North Front Street, 
Reading, Pennsylvania, is employed there as a painter’s 
helper. FRANKHOUSER was hired on April 3 !> 1962, and has worked 
regularly since. He is a good employee, and earns $1*60 per 
hour at present. FRANKHOUSER was bom November 4, 1939. His 
regular hours are 7*15 a.m. to 3*45 p.m., Monday through 
Friday, and he sometimes is asked to work Saturday mornings 
as well. 

' On June 1, 1962, the telephone operator at the YMCA, 
Reading, Pennsylvania, advised that ROY FRANKHOUSER was not in 
his room at the time since he did not answer his telephone. 

A printed form' letter, signed by OEORQE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL, ’ dated April 26, 1962, mailed to known supporters, 
reflected, in part as follows: 

"Since the Storintrooper was printed, Mr. ROY 
FRANKHOUSER, the National Organizer for the 
National States Rights Party, has resigned from 
that organization and become a’ fighting ‘ 

Stormtrooper in the American Nazi Party."

Several hundred copies of the pamphlet "Kill!" were 
reportedly shipped abroad to the British National Party, Hilltop,

National Socialist Movement, 42 Tudor Avenue, Broad Lane, 
Coventry, England, both described as strong nationalistic groups . 

There are no immediate plans for any further activity 
by the American National Party In the New York City area.

I I related, that every Sunday night ANP meetings 

were held at the "Mansion" when usually 20 to 30 persons 
would attend* , He said these were open meetings and that 
not all those present were members or associate members*

that he would, if he had his way, use a leaky boat to transport 
all the Negroes to Africa. 
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In addition ! l alleged ROCKWELL has claimed 

the ANF would take over the United States by 1972, its candidates 
being elected as a result of an economic depression that will 
occur in the meantime. 

I stated that -the ANP literature is printed 
on a press located at ANP headquarters and is assembled 
at the "Mansion".

I I stated he never observed at ANP Headquarters 

or at the 5, Mansion", any firearms or other military equipment 
in the nature of military supplies, but asserted instead 
that a number of the members and officers of the ANP did 
have their own personal helmets and luger pistols. He 
Was unable to supply the names of such individuals or any 
further aiformation concerning them. 

| asserted that he became disillusioned 
about the ANP generally because as a result of his contact 
with ROCKWELL and ether leaders in the organization he felt 
that they were not sincere in their professed beliefs and 
that they possibly were interested only in advancing their 
own financial positions.

Formerly Referred To As The 
Muslim Cult of Islam, Also Known . 
As Muhammad's Temples of Islam 


In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MOHAMMAD 
has described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam," 

On May 2, 1962, a second source advised: ELIJAH 

MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI). 
MUHAMMAD’s Temple of Islam Number 2, 5335 South -Greenwood 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of 
the NOI, In raid-1960, MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, 
when referring to MUHAMMAD 1 s organization on a nationwide 
basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or "Temple" when 
mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam", 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan, MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation 
in the United States, Members following MUHAMMAD'S teaching 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no 
such thing as a Negro; that the so-called. Negroes are slaves 
of the white race, referred to as "white devils," in the 
United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the -so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon," 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States.

On Hay 5, 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
bad, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government; however, he did 
not indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings of his 
organization. 

On Hay 2, 1962, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had 
early in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious 
aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic 
benefits to be derived by those Negroes who joined the NOI. 
This policy change, according to HUHAMMAD,, would help him 
acquire additional followers and create more interest in his

The Virginia State Legislation revoked ANP's Virginia 
State Corporation Charter. In this regard, the Richmond Times- 
Dispatch, a daily newspaper in Richmond, Virginia, carried an 
article in the July 12, 1962 issue "The charter of the ANP was 
revoked' automatically by law and no other formal revocation Is 
necessary, the State Corporation Commission reported yesterday. 

"The revocation was effective June 29, 1962, under 
legislation enacted by the General Assembly last Winter. That 
was all there was to it, said Ralph T. Catterall, a member of the 
Commission. 

’’Catterall said the Arlington based group had applied 
for an amendment to change its name to ANP, Inc., but a technical 
error in the application had caused it to be rejected. 

"Lincoln Rockwell, President of the Nazi group, said 
earlier his organization would ’fight to the death' to obtain a 
3tate charter. 

"Rockwell filed suit in Arlington Circuit Court late this 
month, seeking to prevent the State from revoking the charter. The 
petition, however, was not given an immediate hearing. 

"Rockwell said when he is notified the charter has In 
fact been revoked, he will file for a charter under another name”. 
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Richmond, Virginia, voluntarily furnished the following 
information after telephonic contact to the Richmond Office, 
advising he had information he desired to furnish: 

On' May 15, 1962, he was convicted in the U. S. 
District Court, Southern District of California, at Los 
Angeles, for* violation of the National Firearms Act for 
failing to pay Transfer Tax on an automatic weapon and 
was sentenced to three years probation. 

He was released from the State Farm, Goochland, 
Virginia, on March. 12, 1962, and was taken into Federal 
custody awaiting trial. He was flown to California on 
April 24, 1962, and was ini Federal custody Until June 11, 
1962, when he was released to the State custody of 
California and- confined on local charge Until June 15, 1962, 
when the local, charge was dismissed. 

He :is an admitted member of the American Nazi 
Party (ANP) and prior to his arrest July, 1962, he was 
Security Officer of ANP and lived at the ANP Headquarters at 
Arlington, Virginia.

While at the 
Headquarters, he saw GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL and talked to 
him briefly, but he noted that ROCKWELL was extremely busy 
working on the printing press, getting out literature. He 
learned that ROCKWELL plans to file an injunction against 
the State of Virginia to hold up the scraping of the ANP 
charter. ROCKWELL is acting as his own lawyer, and he is 
contending that the bill passed by the Virginia Legislature 
outlawing ANP is unlawful as it is discriminatory. 


ROCKWELL is shipping his books overseas, particularly 
a lot of it is being mailed to Germany. 

ROCKWELL has sent a considerable amount of small booklet 
about 2£" by 3£" which are made out of rice paper 
and can be destroyed easily in the event it is necessary. 

He advised that the ANP is using propaganda to appeal to the 
former Nazis in Germany and the booklets are printed' in German. 
Also ANP has printed small stickers containing swastikas^and 
has mailed approximately 60,000 to Germany. He rated that ANP 
is mailing these stickers in small envelopes through mail 
drops, and they have been mailed from various points in the 
United States. 

Concerning finances, he advised that he learned little,, 
but he was aware that ANP has to raise $300 in the next few 
months or they would lose their headquarters owned by 
FLOYD FLEMING. FLEMING has stated that $300 is needed for 
taxes and insurance. FLEMING was not observed at the head- 
quarters during June 23-24, 1962.
